REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 
The foregoing amendment and the following arguments are provided to 
impart precision to the claims, by more particularly pointing out the invention, 
rather than to avoid prior art. 



Drawin g Objections 
Applicant does not believe reference numbers are required. Applicant has 
not identified a requirement in the 37 C.F.R. for reference numbers in drawings. 
Rather, the only requirement identified is: "Reference characters not mentioned 
in the description shall not appear in the drawings." ( 37 CFR 1.84 (c)(5)). 



35 U.S.C. § 102(b) Rejections 
Examiner rejected claims 1, 3, 6, 9, 11-12, and 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,0038,128 (hereinafter "Hood").. 

To anticipate a claims, the reference must teach every element of the 
claim. A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set forth m 
the claim is found, either expressly or inherently des 5£^ e 
prior art reference. (Manual of Patent Examining Procedures (MPEP) H 

2131.) 

Applicant's independent claims 1, 6, and 11 include limitations not 
disclosed nor suggested by Hood. As a result, Hood does not anticipate 
applicant's independent claims 1, 6, and 11. 

In particular, applicant's independent claims include the limitation, or a limitation 
similar thereto, of a set of apertures on ajojmirf^^ to align with a 

set ofap^rMeimabott OM rface of a computepystem, when the computer system is 
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docked, UMMmmssmMcommm^m i *™ r ™ ain cl05ed 

when the co m puter syste m is undocked. 

Hood does not disclose nor suggest the claimed limitation of a set of 
apertures on ajoj^su^ to align with ^etof^rtures 

c^om^^ when the computer system is docked, 

thesetofj*^^ 

when the co m puter syste m is undocked. 

As a result of Hood failing to disclose or suggest applicant's claimed 
limitations, Hood does not anticipate applicant's independent claims 1, 6, and 11. 

In addition, the remaining claims depend from one of independent claims 
1, 6, and 11, and therefore include the distinguishing claim limitations of claims 
1, 6, and 11, as discussed above. As a result, the remaining claims are also not 

anticipated by Hood.
